Detroit, March 16 (By A. P.).—A vari- 
colored picture painted by Henry Ford’s 
Dearborn Independent of a Jewish

“red” Russia in the minds of the chil- 
dren. Sapiro had never been con- 
cerned with organization of farm boys 
and girls’ clubs, having confined his 
activities to cooperative marketing as- 
sociations, he said.

Labor unrest 
in the city, under their direction, is 
increasing daily, terrorism being the 
weapon used to create solidarity in 
the ranks of labor for a projected gen- 
eral strike.

Word 
had been received shortly after 9 
o’clock that a verdict had been reached, 
but an air of uncertainty prevailed be- 
cause no one understood why the jury- 
men had deliberated so long, in view 
of Justice Hitz’s instructions. 

Emory D. Irwin, who was elected fore- 
man of the jury replied “Guilty” when 
asked about each of the four counts, 
and the legal battle which has been 
raging in criminal court No. 2 since 
a week ago Monday came to an end.

| made by Gov. Harry Flood Byrd on the 


night of his election, he told the gen- 
eral assembly convened in extraordi- 
nary session here today. 

“My recommendations to the gen- 
eral assembly of 1926,” the governor 
said, “and the reports of the Reed and 
Prentiss commissions and the call to 
you to consider now these reports, is 
an earnest result of my efforts to re- 
deem the pledges I made the people. 
Nothing less than the adoption of the 
essential recommendations as ‘made 
will enable the fulfillment of these 
pledges. I will leam upon your counsel 
and appreciate your cooperation as we 
go forward as comrades to make 4 
new Dominion that shall be -worthy 
of the old. 


importance. Every single change in 
government proposed should receive 
your discriminating scrutiny and the 
arguments for and against weighed 


after careful study of the essential 
soundness of practically all the rec- 
ommendations made, I solicit your 
suggestions and will gladly meet you 
in conference whenever you desire. 


For Entire State’s Progress. 


“We are here to serve to the best 
of our ability with the consciousness 
in our hearts of the progress of the 
whole of Virginia, free from all sec- 
tional prejudice and political consid- 
eration. I seek no additional power for 
myself. To the contrary, an analysis 
of the recommendations made will 
disclose that my patronage will be 
substantially reduced by abolishment 
of positions to which appointments 
are now made by the governor.” 

“Urgent” public business justified 
the governor in calling the special ses- 
sion, he told the assembly. 

“Two notable reports of two commis- 
sfons and a report by business special- 
ists offer the general assembly the op- 
portunity to simplify governmental ; 
processes and enable substantial sav- 
ings of public funds,” he said. “This 
saving will not be made at the cost of | 
efficiency, but the changes proposed 
will promote efficiency.” 
| A saving of time in initiation of pro- 
posed amendments to the Constitution 
was emphasized as one of the impelling 
reasons why the session was called. 

“The enactment of some of the laws 
necessary to carry out the recommenda- 
tions of the Reed commission require 
amendments to the Constitution,” the 
governor explained, “and two years 
would be lost were we to defer action 
upon constitutional changes until the 
regular session convening next win- 
ter.” 

“The notable record for constructive 
| legislation, ”" which the assembly made 
fat its last session, was commended by 
the governor, who urged the continu- 
ance of Virginia’s “progressive pro- 
gram.” 


Says Funds Can be Saved. 


Discussing “simplification and re- 
trenchment,” Gov. Byrd said, “my ex- 
perience in business and in the State 
senate convinces me that substantial 
public funds can be saved and efficiency [f 
promoted by a simplification of our 
State and local government machinery. 
He briefly reviewed the history of the 
survey made toward this end by the 
New York bureau of municipal research 
and by the citizens’ efficiency commis- 
sion. 

Reform of local governments must 
in the main await constitutional 
amendments, the governor asserted. The 
report of the bureau of municipal re- 
search on local government has not 
been received, he said. 

Additional recommendations to the 
report of the commission to suggest 
constitutional revision were made by 
the governor, who would prohibit bonds 
being issued by counties or districts 
unless approved by the voters in a 
referendum. He also would prohibit 
the appointment fn recess of any per- 
son who has failed of confirmation in 
the general assembly. 

Pointing out that a constitutional 
convention might have cost the State 
$500,000 and probably more, Gov. Byrd 
said the expenses of the Prentis com- 
mission have run, to date, to about 
$5,000. The appropriation made to 
cover its expenses was $10,000, he re- 
called. 


Cites Segregation Tax Plan. 


“The fears of those who doubt the 
wisdom of the pending amendment to 
the constitution to prohibit a State tax 
on land and tangible personal property” 
should be allayed by the success of the 
segregation tax plan, the executive de- 
clared. ‘Virginia is reducing her taxes 
and dealing with her tax considerately 
and justly,” he added. 

“Economy must not be destructive,” 
the governor said. “No employe should 
be required to work for less than fair 
compensation, no essential agency of 
the State—educational or otherwise— 
should be starved; but the saving 
should be found tn consolidation and 
simplification of government.”

Secretary Declares the Action 
Would Be Step Backward, 
ausing Discord. 


CRITICIZES FACULTIES 
FOR MAKING PROPOSALS 


Writes Hibben That Sugges-| | 
tion Strengthens Foreign 
Opposition to Ratification.

(By the Associated Press.) 
A reopening of foreign debt settle- 


ments, in Secretary Mellon's opinion, 
would be a step backward “calculated 
to produce discord and confusion rather 
than contribute to the economic sta- 
bility and orderly betterment of world 
prosperity.” 

His view was set forth in a letter to 
President Hibben, of Princeton univer- 
sity, made public yesterday at. the 
Treasury Department without comment. 
It was in réply to the suggestion of 
members of the Princeton and Colum- 
bia university faculties for a revision 
of the American debt settlements, and 
was considered at the Treasury as set- 
tling definitely the question of the ad- 
ministration’s attitude toward any de- 
viation from its debt-funding policy. 

Asserting that a nation is hardly 
likely to deserve and maintain the 
respect of other nations by sacrificing 
its own just claims, Mr. Mellon declared 
that cancellation of debts owed the 
United States would not of itself 
change the dislike with which the edu- 
cators declared Europeans look upon 
this country. 

Faculty Action Criticized. 

With reference to the _ unratified 
French debt settlement, the Secretary 
said that “it would not Mave been 
amiss for you and your associates © 
have taken into consideration * * 
that the inevitable effect of such a 
pronouncement would be to encourage 
and strengthen the opposition in for- 
eign countries to such ratification.” 

‘Such encouragement, he added, 
would be entirely unwarranted in view 
of the approval of the Mellon-Berenger 
debt-funding accord by the American 
House of Representatives, in which de- 
bate “indicated that an overwhelming 
majority of the representatives were 
Opposed to more lenient terms.”

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Mr. Mellon said that what the United 
States government had done: fn effect 
during the war was to enable its asso- 
clates to borrow money in the Ameri- 
can investment market, with govern- 
ment indorsement, liberty bonds being 
sold to provide money for the loans. 
The situation, he contended, would 
have been no different kad the foreign 
countries sold their own bonds in the 
American market. 


Declares Important Factor Ignored. 


“I recognize that there is merit in 
the contention that the associated gov- 
ernments might well have joined in 
pooling their resources in a common 
cause,” the secretary told Dr. Hibben, 
“and that even now an argument can 
be made in favor of writing off debts 
incurred after our entry into the war 
to the extent: that they were incurred 
for contributions to a common cause; 
but, and this is an all {mportant res- 
ervation, there is merit to such an 
argument only if the proposed adjust- 
ment is to be a mutual one and is to 
be applied to all on a strictly equal 
basis. This factor, however, is one 
that seems to have been completely 
overlooked by the faculties of Columbia 
and Princeton universities and by other 
advocates of debt cancellation urging 
the common cause contribution argu- 
ment. 

Adverting to the origin of the debt, 
Mr. Mellon pointed out that while the 
allies hought sifpplies in this country 
on credit the United States bought 
supplies arffl services from France and 
the British empire “by hundreds of 
millions” and paid cash. 


One Reason for Debts Explained. 


“Here is the fundamental reason 
which explains why we ended the war 
with everyone owing us and our owing 
no one,” continued Mr. Mellon. “We 
are now urged to cancel these debts 
because it is alleged that they were 
incurred in a common cause, but nei- 
ther’ abroad nor in this country has it 
been suggested that if this is to be 
done we are to be reimbursed the dol- 
lars actually expended by us in Francé 
and Great Britain so that the goods 
and services they sold us might con- 
stitute their contribution to the com- 
mon cause.’ 

Secretary Mellon challenged the ac- 
curacy of statements that the terms 
of the debt settlements impose a tre- 
mendous tax burden on the next two 
generations of friendly countries. The 
sums paid to the United States, he de- 
clared, will not.come from taxation, but 
will be more than met by the payments 


to be exacted from Germany by the 
powers.

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GIRLS SMUGGLED SAWS 


AND PISTOLS, MAN SAYS 


One of Recaptured Mexicans 
Says One in Chicago and 
One in Joliet Aided. 


Joliet, Ill., March 16 (By A. P.).—An 
investigation today of rumors and con- 
fessions of convicts to link Nathan F. 
Leopold, jr., with two prison deliveries 
and plans for the wholesale poisoning 
of penitentiary guards as an incident 
of a third colossal prison break, 
brought an official statement of ex- 
oneration. 


At the same time _Hjalmar Rehn, 
State’s attorney, announced that the 
facts of the delivery of last Saturday 
when three Mexicans under death sen- 
tence broke out would be laid before 
the county grand jury Monday. 

The day brought no positive develop- 
ment in the. search for Bernardo Roa, 
the only of the prison-breakers to re- 
main at large. Twenty Mexicans 
rounded up in Chicago were freed in 
police court. 

The three Mexicans and four Ameri- 
cans killed Peter Klein, deputy warden, 
in the prison’s solitary cellhouse at a 
time when Leopold was confined there- 
in for stealing sugar. Six of the seven 
were recaptured within a short while, 
and sentenced to death. 

rending appeal to the supreme court 
they were confined in the Joliet jail, 
from which the three Mexicans escaped 
last Saturday. 


Former Convict Confess¢s. 


Then two days ago a former convict 
in Chicago confessed that he end Leo- 
pold, serving a life sentence for his part 
in the killing of Bobby Franks, were 
involved in a plot to poison all the 
penitentiary guards and make possible 
the liberation of all prisoners. 

Prosecutor Rehn immediately termed 
the story “bunk,” and said that he was 
convinced Leopold was involved in 
neither plan. He disclaimed any inten- 
tion of calling Leopold before the grand 
jury. 

Today, however, Leopold was sum- 
moned before Elmer J. Green, John L. 
Walker, State superintendent of 
prisons, and Frank L. Kness, deputy 
warden, and questioned. 

At the end the three officials an- 
nounced it their belief that Leopold 
had nothing to do with elther escape or 
the poison. plot. 

A story told by Charles Duschowsk]l, 
one of the Americans who escaped from 
the penitentiary, but who was left in 
the jail, was that Leopold had planned 
and financed the two flights with a 
fund of $8,000. 

Warden Green scoffed at such an 
idea. He said that since Leopold was 
received to serve a life sentence he had 
not had more than $2 at one time. 
The prison plot.was. an old story, he 
said. 

Roberto Torres, one of the three 
Mexicans who escaped, confessed to- 
night that the saws and guns which 
enabled them to escape were smuggled 
to them by two Mexican girls, Juanita 
Gallardo, sweetheart of Roa, who lives 
in Chicago, and Atilana Alesaldo, of 
Joliet. 

The Gallardo girl, he told Chicaga 
authorities, brought a saw\in three 
pieces to them last February and about 
two weeks later smuggled two pistols 
to them in her clothing. When they 
decided they would need another saw, 
he said Roa wrote the girl a letter and 
she enlisted the aid of the Alesaldo girl 
who brought them this implement.

GASH PAYMENT TO END 
SALM SEPARATION SUI 


Count to Receive $500,000 Is 
Report; Case Will Termi- 
nate Monday. 


$100,000 TO ONE LAW/ER 


New York, March 16 (By A. P.).— 
Count Ludwig Salm and his wife, the 


former Millicent Rogers, now in dif- 
ferent parts of Europe, have agreed to 
settle their separation suit without any 
further reading of love letters in a 
court of law, local newspapers reported 
here today. 

Previous reports of out-of-court set- 
tlements and rumors of possible recon- 
ciliation with the “blessing” of the 
young wife’s father, Col. Henry H. 
Rogers, met curt denials from attor- 
neys, but Aoday it was learned the case 
would be officially terminated before it 
is scheduled to be resumed next Mon- 
day in the State supreme court. 

The termination will consist, it is 
said, in the filing of a discontinuance 
order signed by counsel for both sides. 
One attorney alone, it is known, will 
receive $100,000. 

What Count Salm will receive is not 
known. The sum to be transferred to 
him by the Rogers family, however, is 
variously estimated between $350,000 
and $500,000. 

Countess Salm is expected to obtain 
a divorce while in Paris and to get 
custody of the couple’s 3-year-old 
child, Peter, for whom the count many 
times said he was taking the separa- 
tion suit into court. The trial of the 
count’s suit was begun before Justice 
Levy on December 7 and two days later 
was abruptly adjourned until January 
17, only to be adjourned again to 
March 21. 

The fate of the Salm litigation 
hinged on numerous letters exchanged 
between the count and his wife. Coun- 
sel for Mrs. Salm vigorously opposed 
the reading and publication of the let- 
ters, and when all the epistles were 
permitted to be read in court the Rog- 
ers family case ended almost at once.

office when it opened here today. and 
started an all-day run on the postal 
savings department. 

Recent bank failures and wild ru- 
mors which swept through the negro 


sections of the city last night and to- 
day caused others to flock ‘to the post- 
office, and the run continued steadiiy 
until the closing hour. 

Police tonight were taking extra pre- 
cautions to guard against any outbreak 
or lawlessness. Additional patrolmen 
were sent into the streets on which 
negroes live. 

Postoffice authorities said that about 
$25,000 had been withdrawn. Clerks 
who worked the windows trying to per- 
suade the negroes that Uncle Sam still 
was in good financial condition heard 
“the most outlandish reasons” for the 
withdrawal of the money in the his- 
tory of the Postoffice Department here, 
the postmaster said. tonight. 

The crowd, including an occasional 
white, increased so rapidly that police 
were summoned to maintain order. 
Mild excitement prevailed during the 
morning, with negro ministers and 
welfare workers. decrying the folly of 
withdrawals and exorting those in line 
to. keep their savings intact. Their ad- 
monitions proved futile.

Officers declared they expected 
shortly to close in on desperadoes 
named today in a confession by Paul 
Jaworski, a suspect held in the investi- 
gation of the $104,000 pay.roll robbery 
of the Pittsburgh Terminal Coal Co. at 
Cloverdale last week. 

District Attorney Samuel H. Gardner 
said Jaworski’s confession implicates 
the gang, not only in that robbery, 
which was accomplished by blowing up 
an armored car, but connected its 
members with Christmas pay roll hold- 
ups in 1923 and 1925. In. addition 
Jaworski was said to have admitted 
participating in an $8,000 robbery of a 
Bernard Gloeckler Co. pay roll in down- 
town Pittsburgh three years ago. 

Jaworski, the district attorney said, 
admitted the gang held up a Pitts- 
burgh Terminal Coal Co. automobile at 
Mollenaur, December 24, 1925, killed 
I. J. Gump, a guard and escaped with 
$47,000. Two years previously on De- 
cember 23, 1923, he was quoted as say- 
ing the same robber band stole a 
$23,000 pay roll of the Pittsburgh Coal 
Co., at Beadling, after killing Ross Den- 
nis, paymaster. 


Five Named as Members. 


Five men in addition to Jaworski 
were named as members of the gang, 
Gardner said. One of them, Joe 
Weckoski, was arrested last night in 
Detroit after investigation of the 
Coverdale robbery had extended to the 
Michigan city. Authorities said arrest 
of the other four men named by Ja- 
worski might occur at any time. 
Weckoski was reported en route to 
Pittsburgh tonight in custody of de- 
tectives. 


covery of one-third of the Coverdale 
loot on the Weckgski farm near Bent- 
leyville last.night after the suspect had 
been induced to reveal the hiding 
place through a fake, telegram that 
Weckoski was under arrest in Detroit 
and had confessed. It was not until 
several hours later that the other sus- 
pect was taken into custody at the 
Michigan city.

Another cache of money was un- 
earthed late today on the Weckoski 
farm when State police dug up three 
bags containing approximately $2,000 
in silver currency. Seven rifles, three 
shotguns and 300 rounds of ammuni- 
tion were also found buried near the 
money, the police reported. The money 
was believed part of the $104,000 taken 
in last Friday’s pay roll robbery, more 
than $30,000 of which was found 
buried on the farm yesterday.

Vice President Charles G. Dawes, who 
Was named on Tuesday by Senator 
Simeon D. Fess, of Ohio, as the in- 
heritor of the Coolidge mantle if the 
President decided not to be a candi- 
date, was pictured yesterday. by Sen- 
ator Edward I. Edwards, of New Jersey, 
as the man whose strength in the next 
be suf- 
ficient to keep President Coolidge from 
getting the nomination on the first 
ballot. 

Senator Edwards, Democratic wet, 
naturally expressed considerable dis- 
agreement with the views of his col- 
league from Ohio. His conclusion was 
that the chief executive would not be a 
candidate. He also said that Senator 
Fess’ statement was an admission that 
the Republicans could not win again 
unless the President was willing to defy 
third-term tradition and that pros- 
perity was a ‘“well-propagandized 
myth.” 

Strangely enough, Senator Edwards 
made only a passing reference to any 
Democratic candidate. He mentioned 
the appeal which Gov. Al Smith of 
New York would make to the farmers 
as an influence that would be weighed 
by the Republicam old guard in aban- 
doning the President, but grew almost 
enthusiastic in his comment upon the 
Vice President. 


Dawes’ Popularity Emphasized. 


Senator Edwards stamped Dawes as 
the most popular man in the Senate 
and one who had taken every advan- 


_ tage of the opportunity afforded him 


for successful political maneuvering. 


‘ In the opinion of the New Jersey sen- 


ator, the administration supporters are 
deeply concerned over the ascendancy 
of the Dawes boom. 

“Disregarding the right or wrong of 
@ White House occupant seeking a 
third term,” said Senator Edwards, ‘“‘the 
American people can confidently be 
relied upon to look with disfavor upon 
any effort of Mr. Coolidge to be re- 
elected President. 


“For Senator Fess, of Ohio, to say 


. that ‘President Coolidge will have to 


run again’ is an admission on the part 
of one of the recognized spokesmen of 


the Republican party that the G. O.

Diaz Aviators, However, Say 
sacasa Forces Have Fled 
From Verra Azul. 


TREATY PROPOSAL HERE 


Managua, Nicaragua, March 16 (By 
A. P.).—Aviators of the conservative 
army returning to Managua from the 
battle front said today that in an 
aerial attack they aided the conserva- 
tive forces under Gen. Noguerra in 
carrying out successfully an operation 
against Tierra Azul, from which place 
liberals were seen fleeing. The air- 
men were unable to give any details 
with regard to casualties. 

The conservatives remained yester- 
day at Minaverde, to which place they 
retreated from Muy Muy the previous 
night after they were decisively de- 
feated and their ammunition became 
exhausted in an 8-hour fight with the 
liberals. The conservatives left 80 dead 
on the fijeld. 

Scores 0f men wounded in the fight- 
ing are arriving at Matagalpa. 

Mexico City, March 16 (By A. P.).— 
Pedro J. Zepeda, the liberal Nicaraguan 
government’s Minister, quoting from 
a@ message received from Liberal Presi- 
dent Sacasa, says the Sacasa forces are 
still winning victories over the troops 
of Conservative President Diaz. 

The message said Gen. Moncada had 
defeated the conservatives between 
Boaco and Teutepec and that Gen. San- 
Goval had won a victory over the Diaz 
troops at Tierra Azul. The message 
added that 200 conservatives at Teupec 
have revolted and now are supporting 
Sacasa, 


Text of Proposed Treaty 
With Nicaragua Received 


The text of the proposed Nicaraguan 
treaty involving a protectorate over the 
Latin-American country by the United 
States was received by the State De- 
partment yesterday. 

Secretary of State Kellogg made 
known he would give the full text care- 
ful study, although he made it clear 
he did not favor it on the face of 
summaries previously telegraphed to 
this country. 

President Coolidge recently made 
known that he did not favor the pro- 
posed treaty. The proposal contem- 
plates: 

1. Financial and economic rehabill- 
tation of Nicaragua through the aid of 
an American financial adviser and an 
American receiver general of customs. 

2. Preservation of peace throughout 
the country by use of American forces. 

3. An American military mission to 
establish a constabulary force and train 
it for ten years. 

4. A $20,000,000 loan for construc- 
tion of a railway to the Atlantic coast 
of Nicaragua, for highways, for refund- 
ing the Nicaraguan debt and settle- 
ment of claims arising from the revolu- 
tion. 

5. Improvement of the “health and 
general welfare” of Nicaragua with as- 
sistance of American experts.

Further plans for placement of the 
bureau of prohibition in the civil serv-

At the time of the passage of the 
act of March 3, it was explained, 1,400 
of the 3,900 employes of the prohibi- 
tion service already were in the classi- 
fied service, they consisting mainly of 
employes engaged in enforcement of 
the antinarcotic act and office warkers. 

Civil service commission officials 
yesterday said examinations for the 
2,500 newly-classified positions will in- 
clude about 1,500 prohibition agents 
300 inspectors, 150 alcohol and brew- 
ery inspectors, 100 investigators, 100 
warehouse agents, 60 administrators 
and 60 deputy administrators. Explain- 
ing that the basic examination in all 
probability will be supplemented by 
an oral test, they said, in order to 
give this it will be necessary to send 
investigators to interview applicants in 
various parts of the country.

American-Mexican relations have not 
proceeded beyond the range of settle- 
ment, nor has this government given 
up hope of working out a peaceful s0- 
lution of the problems now confronting 
the two governments {t was said yester- 
day at the State Department. It also 
was declared that no American ulti- 
matum hag been dispatched to Mex- 
ico and the thought of war never has 
been considered. 

Secretary Kellogg yesterday summed 
up the present situation regarding the 


United States and Mexico as far less 
critical than the public has been.led to} 
believe. The controversy over the Mex- | 
as susceptible to negotiation, | 
said. 

Although the State Department con- 
tinues to maintain the strictest secrecy 
regarding the recent exchange of notes 
between Washington and Mexico, it was 
said that Mexico has. not officially 
transmitted to this government any 
word indicating the Calles government 
was prepared to adjust the difficulties 
over American owned properties. Offi- 
cials plainly indicated, however, a 
lessening of the tension between Wash- 
ington and Mexico City. 


See Private Negotiations. 


The solution, it was inferred, may be 
through private negotiation between 


American owners and the Mexican gov- 
ernment. Owners of property in Mexico 
have talked with Secretary of State 
Kellogg about their cases and com- 
munications in their behalf have been 
dispatched to Mexico City. However, 
some owners have taken up their cases 
directly with Mexico, and while State 
Department officials have not been in- 
formed as to just what was done, there 
is reason to believe the Calles regime 
is disposed to negotiate directly and 
promptly with these American oil pro- 
ducers. 

Occasion also was taken to clarify 
the misunderstanding prevailing with 
regard to the smuggling convention be- 
tween the United States and Mexico. 
This agreement was proclaimed in 
Washington March 18, 1926, both gov- 
ernments stipulating that the engage- 
ment will become effective ten days 
thereafter for a period of one year. The 
agreement said: 

“If upon the expiration of gone year 
after the convention shall have been 
in force no notice is given by either 
party of a desire to terminate the same, 
it shall continue in force until 30 days 
after either party shall have given no- 
tice to the other of a desire to ter- 
minate the convention.” 


No Word From Mexico. 


Thus far no word has come from the 
Mexican government regarding any de- 


Sire to terminate the agreement, and 
American officials believe the arrange- 
ment will be continued. 

The committee on peace with Latin 
America of the National Council for 
Prevention of War presented to Secre- 
tary Kellogg yesterday a petition signed 
by 11,885 persons, calling on the gov- 
ernment to submit the dispute with 
Mexico over the oil and land laws to 
arbitration. 

The petition, calling for 
not force, with Mexico,” 
lows: 

“The critical developments between 
the United States and Mexico threaten 
to arouse public opinion in both coun- 
tries until reason and justice yield to 
armed force. 

“We believe the pending issues, which 
concern property rights and interpre- 
tation of international agreements, can 
and ought to be arbitrated. President 
Calles has informally suggested that 
possibility. 

“Our treaty with Mexico provides for 
arbitration. President Roosevelt re- 
ferred to The Hague tribunal an im- 
portant controversy with Mexico. 

“We believe similar procedure now 
will be universally applauded.” 

The petitioh was presented by George 
Lamonte, of New York, treasurer of the 
Foreign Policy association. Members of 
the National League of Women Voters, 
the Y, W. C. A., the Federal Council of 
Churches, the National Women’s Trade 
Union League, the American Associa- 
tion of University Women, the Nationa] 
Council of Jewish Women and the W. 
C. T. U. were signers of the petition.

The case against Sinclair was based 

on the fact that he appeared before the 
Senate committee on public lands and 
surveys on Mareh 22, 1924, and de- 
clined to answer any one of 10 ques- 
, tions on-the ground that the commit- 
tee had no right to ask them because 
he had already appeared on five differ- 
ent occasions and given all facts desired 
and that the matter which the com- 
mittee sought to inquire about hed 
passed to the juriadiction of the courts. 
Four of the 10 questions were elim!- 
nated by Justice Hoehling when the 
case came up on demurrer. Two others 
were eliminated in the course of the 
present trial, leaving four upon which 
the jury rendered their verdict. 

When the jury yesterday went to din 
ner around 6 o'clock, it looked like a 
deadlock. Justice Hitz had waited in 
eourt until after 5 o'clock. 


Justice Hitz waited until nearly 5 e 


o'clock before sending word to the jury 
room to ask if there was any prospect 
of an immediate verdict. This was half 
an hour after the jury had returned to 
the court room to ask that one of the 
defense prayers be read to them and 
after Justice Hitz, over protest of de- 
fense counsel, had reread part of his 
earlier charge, though the Jury had not 
requested it. 


Jurors Send Phone Messages. : 


While the court was waiting Justice 


Hitz announced that two requests had 
come from jurymen asking that tele- 
phone message be transmitted for them. 
One message said: “Josephine, expect 
me when you see me.”. The other was 
to a friend stating, “Cannot keep that 
appointment tonight.” After reading 
the messages, Justice Hitz adjourned 
the court, subject to call, as by this 
time it was evident that a speedy ver- 
dict could not be expected. 

The case was given to the jury at 
1:56 o’clock; and after the court’s in- 
structions it was expected that the ver- 
dict might be a mere formality, as Jus- 
tice Hitz told the jurymen the only 
questions they had to decide were 
whether Sinclair was summoned, 
whether he appeared, whether he was 
sworn, whether he was asked the ques- 
tions and whether he refused to an- 
swer. All the issues involved the ques- 
tion of whether the committee had the 
right to ask the questions, whether 
the committee had acted fairly or had 
any real authority or whether the law 
had been complied with in the presen- 
tation of the case or whether the ques- 
tions were pertinent to any matter 
which the Senate committee had under 
inquiry were decided as maters of law 
by the court and not permitted to reach 
the jury. 

But even with these _ restrictions, 
George P. Hoover and Martin W., Lit- 
tleton, of defense counsel, presented 
their summing up arguments in such 
manner that the jurymen apparently 
were not willing to find a speedy ver- 
dict on the simple basis suggested by 
the prosecution and by the instruc- 
tions of the court. 


Prayer of Defense Read. 


Justice Hitz had granted and read 
to the jury one of the defense prayers, 
which was as follows: 

“The jury are instructed that, under 
the law, the jury are the sole and ex- 
clusive judges of the facts of the case 
or the credibility of the witnesses, of 
the weight of the evidence and the in- 
ferences which are to be drawn from 
the evidence, and that the question of 
whether or not, upon a consideration 
of-all the evidence in this case and of 
the inferences drawn from such evi- 
dence this defendant is guilty or not 
guilty of the charge made against him 
in the indictment is a question which 
the jury alone have the power to de- 
cide.” 

This was the prayer which the jury- 
men asked to have reread to them 
when they returned to the courtroom 
at 4:30. 

“One of the jurymen wants the 


prayer read again,’ the foreman an- 
nounced. 

Justice Hitz asked the jur y if that 
was all they desired and the jurymen 
said it was, The judge repeated to the 
ury, of his own motion, that part of 
his earlier instruetions which he said 
dealt with the application of the 
prayer. He declared that the only 
questions for the jury to decide were 
whether the defendant was sum- 
moned, as ch in the indictment, 
whether he was sworn, whether he ap- 
peared and was asked the questions 
and refused to answer them, 

Hoover noted an exception to this on 
the ground that the ecurt had signaled 
out and read a part of his earlier 
charge to the jury, while leaving out 
the rest.of his charge. 

The above-mentioned points were 
streased in Juatice Hitz’ firat charge to 
ek jury, ree when court convened at 


sbi Not to Be Considered. 


“The reasons that prompted him are 
not to be considered by you,” he added. 
“You're not concerned in the least with

Sinclair was not being charged with 
any felony, the judge added, but 
merely with disobedience to a, lawful 
order.

or sympathy should sway the jury. ‘The 
fact that Sinclair was president of an 
oll company and that the price of gaso- 
line was high should likewise have no 
weight, he added jokingly. 

Summing up arguments were con- 
cluded during the morning session. 
Peyton Gordon opened for the govern- 
ment and George P. Hoover made the 
opening address to the jury for the de- 
fense. “You hold the scales of justice 
between the government on the one 
side and Harry F. Sinclair on the other,” 
Maj, .Gordon began, He then outlined 
the case from the prosecutions stand- 
point and stressed the points whicr 
the court later stressed in its charge 
to the jury. 


Says Sinclair Was Never Summoned, 


Hoover began at 10:40 by outlining 
the significance of the jury system, the 
bulwark of liberty guaranteed to every 
citizen’ by the Bill of Rights. Sinclair 
was never summoned, Hoover said, 


him to appear on March 21, which he 
said was the only ewdence introduced 
to show that he appeared on March 22 
The committee did not order him to 
answer any of the questions, Hoover 
continued, contending that only in- 
dividual senators asked questions and 
that the defendant had a right to re- 
fuse to answer in any event until or 
unless the committee directed him to 
answer, which action the committee did 
not take.

“This lattey question,” he contin ed, 
“is a huge and overwhelming, a damna- 
able one to Sinclair and beyond all 
others. It is ‘Shall I, will I, dare I, 
stamp him as a criminal in this case?’ ”’ 

Roberts concluded for the govern- 
ment in a fifteen-minute address. 

Sinclair was not being charged with 
a serious crime, but merely with a mis- 
demeanor, he said. It was simply the 
case of a man who flies in the face of 
a statute, he added. 

“This man went up boldly and he 
took his chances and he comes down 
here to take his chances with you,” said 
Roberts, who asked the jury to do their 
duty and uphold the statute by their 
verdict.

The petitioner was Eliot Tuckerman, 
a New York lawyer and a former mem- 
ber of the State legislature, and the 
book on which he based his petition 
was “The Life of Gouverneur Morris,” 
by Jared Sparks, published in 1832. 

The letter which Tuckerman asserted 
showed the Supreme court to have 
acted in upholding the prohibition 
amendment in contradiction to the 
intent of the drafters of the consti- 
tution was written in 1804 by Morris 
to. Uriah Tracy, then a United States 
senator. 

Tuckerman also quoted from the 
first inaugural address of George Wash- 
ington to strengthen his assertion that 
the Supreme court did not correctly 
interpret the intentions of the men 
who framed the Constitution in the 
prohibition ruling. Washington dif- 
ferentiated sharply between the “ordi- 
nary objects" submitted to Congress 
and “occasional powers,” including | 
amendments; in the use of which he 
expresses confidence that especial care 
will be taken.

“At first I was cool, but later I be- 
gan to fear for my rescue, and reckon 
this was due partly to a flash of what 
had occurred to Floyd Collins, in Ken- 
tucky, and, actually, the thin air. The 
doctors say it was both. ; 

“Then I felt awfully mueh alone. I 
thought how deep down I was. But 
back of my mind was the thought that 
E had friends working aboye.”’ 

Ashwerth’s young wife told of the 
work of digging “my Jeff” out and as- 
serted that “Jeff has cleaned out his 
last well.” 

“It was shortly before 11 o’clock 
yesterday morning that Jeff was low- 
ered into the well,” she said. “It was 
an old well, probably 50 years old. At 
about 40 feet down rock started fall- 
ing. Jeff yelled up to pull him up but 
before the men at the windlass could 
reverse the whole walls toppled in. It 
sounded like thunder. I just knew 
Jeff had been killed. 

“T called to him but he didn’t an- 
swer. A new rope tackle was rigged 
up and the men started bringing out 
the rocks, one by one, but there wasn’t 
enough help. They kept yelling ‘to 
Jeff but still he didn’t answer. “There 
wasn’t a telephone in 10 miles. One 
of the boys grabbed a truck and went 
off after help. Soon the whole neigh- 
borhood came.. There must have been 
Suv people there. They worked like 
dogs.

Supreme Court lawyers, familiar 
through long practice with its methods, 
predicted last night that an extraordi- 
nary showing, would be required before 
the court would reopen the prohibi- 
tion controversy. 

Newly discovered evidence, they 
pointed out, is always considered am- 
ple grounds for a court to review its 
action, but in their Judgment the ques- 
tion’ presented at Albany are nat suf- 
ficiently meritorious to bring another 
decision on the conatitutionality of the 
eighteenth amendment.

While, under the Constitution New 
York State could itself come into the 
court as a litigant in certain appellant 
proceedings, it can not seek the juris- 
diction of the court in such a case as 
is involved in testing the prohibition 
amendment, without, it is declared, ob- 
taining the consent of the court.

THE SLUSH FUND COMMITTEE. 


Senator Reed, of Missouri, has announced 
that he has called his slush fund committee to 
meet in this city Saturday, for the purpose of 
renewing the inquiry into the Pennsylvania pri- 
mary and election, and especially to impound 
and begin counting the ballots cast in certain 
counties. 

The average citizen can not understand how 
the Reed committee has authority to act, after 
Senator Reed failed to secure the passage of 
the resolution extending the life and powers 
of the committee. Why did he press that reso- 
lution, even to the point of defeating necessary 
legislation, if his committee would have re- 
mained in existence anyhow? 

The doubt as to the authority of the Reed 
committee is so strong that Senator Keyes, 
chairman of the committee in charge of the 
Senate’s contingent fund, refused to sign a 
voucher to cover the expenses of the sergeant- 
at-arms in connection with the impounding of 
ballot boxes as directed by Senator Reed. 

It is expected that if the committee should 
ofder the opening of ballot boxes already on 
hand an application will be made for a writ 
of injunction on the ground that the com- 
mittee has no authority to act. 

‘Until the Reed committee’s lawful existence 
and authority are established by law or by the 
Senate, its proceedings will be questioned and 
its prestige will be under eclipse. The sensa- 
tional filibuster in the Senate made the public 
thoroughly aware of the fact that Senator Reed 
was trying to have the life of his committee 
extended. An attempt now to function, re- 
-gardiless of the defeat of the resolution, would 
raise universal doubt as to the validity of any 
action which the committee might take. 


IN SELF-DEFENSE. 


Few there will be to criticize the verdict of 
the egroner’s jury which yesterday exonerated 
"Mrs. Anna Susan Edwards for the killing of 
her drunken husband, who was threatening to 
kill her with a hammer. 

‘According to the account of the affair given 
to the jury by the 11-year-old son of the couple, 
the man, crazed with liquor, broke down the 
door of the bedroom in which the mother and 
her three children were locked. The mother, 
who had first armed herself with a pistol, en- 
deavored to escape from the infuriated brute, 
who had announced his purpose to kill his 
children as-well as his wife. He pursued her 
and<struck her with the hammer, and she shot 
and killed him. 

‘If there ever was a homicide that was justi- 
fied, it was in the case of Anna Susan ‘Edwards. 
The coroner’s jury which so promptly rendered 
justice in freeing the woman of the charge of 
murder, which the police had placed against 
her, acted merely as any jury would have done.

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ST. PATRICK’S DAY. 


For a man who has been so long dead and 
about the facts of whose life so much uncer- 
tainty exists, St. Patrick occupies a great place 
in the world today. Religious ceremonies and 
social functions are being held in his honor 
on this his festival not only in Dublin, the chief 
city of the country he evangelized, and in 
Armagh, where he established his primatial 
see, but also in many of the capitals of the 
principal nations of the world—in Washington, 
in London, in Paris, in Madrid and in Vienna 
—as well as in Canada, Newfoundland, South 
Africa, Australia and New Zealand, and in 
many olttposts of Christianity in the Far East. 
It is of singular significance that the name of 
Patrick has just been placed for the first time 
in the calendar of the Church of England at 
the very moment when other saints of long 
standing—-St. Helen, St. Valentine, St. Crispin, 
to name no others—are being struck off. This 
is a signal recognition of the important place 
he holds in the British Isles. Catholics and 
Protestants alike claim him as the patron and 
founder of their respective churches in Ireland. 
In Dublin today eulogies are being pronounced 
on him, in the Irish language, both in the 
Catholic procathedral and in the Protestant 
cathedral which anes its name from the saint 
himself. 

It is not. known with certainty when or 
where Patrick was born, but there is a consider- 
able amount of agreement that his death took 
place at Saul, Downpatrick, Ireland, late in 
the fifth century. There is fair historical 
ground for believing that, after having been 
in his youth a slave in Ireland for six years, 
during which time he mastered the Irish 
tongue, and after escaping from those who 
held him in thrall, he prepared himself for the 
priesthood with the idea of returning to con- 
vert the Irish nation to Christianity. He 
served his apprenticeship as a missionary un- 
der St. Germain of Auxerre, and accompanied 
the latter on his celebrated ‘“‘invasion’’ of 
Britain, undertaken in order to combat the 
erroneous teachings of Pelagius. Patrick was 
thus no novice when he received from Pope 
Celestine I the commission of preaching the 
gospel to the Irish race. 

In some respects, this task was far from 
easy, for the Druids were up in arms against 


1 him, as they saw their spiritual supremacy 


and the prestige that went with it threatened 
by the exponent of the new doctrine, and on 
many occasions violence was used against him 
and his companions, and they were occasionally 
in danger even of death. In other respects, 
however, it was not so difficult, for the Irish 
of the fifth century were a highly civilized and 
well educated people, eager for knowledge, in- 
quisitive about new things, and of a logical 
turn of mind that made them willing to accept 
conclusive argument even when it conflicted 
with their preconceived ideas. To such a 
people the plucking of a shamrock from the 
sward, as was done by Patrick at Tara, in 
pregence of the Ard-Righ or High King and 
his chieftains, in order to give them a rough 
idea of what he meant when:he spoke of the 
mystery of the Trinity, was a telling illustra- 
tion. It was, indeed, a master stroke of genius 
or inspiration, and from that distant. Easter 
day of 433 down to the present time the sham- 
rock has always been the symbol of Patrick 
and of Erin, and assuredly it commemorates 
an “important event in the history of mankind. 

Patrick was a great organizer. He founded 
churches in.every province of Ireland and ap- 
pointed pastors and consecrated bishops to 
carry on his work both during his lifetime and 
especially after he should have passed away. 
Like many another good bishop, he was not 
much of a scholar, and yet he succeeded in 
laying the foundation of that intensive study 
combined with sanctity that made Ireland 
known for several centuries as the “Light of 
the West,’’ the island of holy and learned men. 
From Ireland, too; went forth to the ends of 
the earth missionaries to proclaim and spread 
the doctrine which Patrick taught, and this 
consideration helps to explain the almost uni- 
versal esteem and reverence in which he is 
held. 

Despite the fact that Patrick himiself was a 
man of great austerity of life, devoted to pen- 
ance and prayer in an extraordinary degree, 
his feast has always been a joyous one, asso- 
ciated with innocent mirth and amusement. 
In nonprohibition countries the practice is still 


kept up of “drowning the shamrock,” and in 


every land where his name is held in’ honor 
the celebration takes the form of dinner dance, 
music, song and parade. 

Irishmen have good reason to be proud of 
their national apostle, whose memory, after 
more than fourteen centuries, is still so green 
and who commands such widespread honor 
and veneration. 


EVADING THE CORPORATION TAX. 


It, is reported that the newly created con- 
gressional joint committee selected to inform 
Congress as to the administration of the 1926 
revenue law has learned that the Treasury 
loses large sums of money every year by 
reason of the practice of many corporations 
in refusing to distribute all earnings in 
dividends, by setting apart various sums to 
surplus, or stock dividends. It is charged 
that this is done to evade the payment of in- 
come tax, the Supreme Court having decided 
that a stock dividend is not subject to a dina 
eral income tax. 

The revenue law of 1926 (section 220) pro- 
vides that if any corporation is formed for the. 
purpose of evading income taxes by permit- 
ting its gains and profits to accumulate in- 
stead. of being divided or distributed, there 
shall be levied and collected a tax equal to 50 
per cent of the amount involved, in addition 
to the regular income tax. — 

While the joint committee is unwilling to 
take the word of those who appear to be 
guided more by prejudice and enthusiasm than 
by facts, nevertheless jit is disposed: to investi- 
gate and ascertain the truth. It is to be pre- 
sumed that the Treasury Department has been 
and is now watchful and persistent; neverthe- 
less the purpose of the joint semmnities is to 
give prin yvnn full information, | 

In the last session of Congress, senator 
Norris introduced a resolution. king the Fed- 
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The trade commission replied that it did not 
have full information, and that it might be 
obtained from the Treasury Department, if 
there was time before the end of the session. 

It is not known whether the Treasury has 
this complete information for the use of the 
joint congressional committee. However, it 
will be furnished without-doubt. It is an- 
ticipated that. then the-committee can esti- 
mate how much income tax'is lost by reason 
of a refusal of some corporations to eeerrneree 
earnings as dividends. 

In 1924 the Senate made a request of the 
Treasury Department for information as to 
corporation earnings, cash dividends, stock 
dividends and undivided surplus at the close 
of the fiscal year 1923 and up to January 7, 
1924. The reply showed that the net taxable 
income of all corporations was $4,468,660,000; 
cash dividends $2,763,068,000, stock dividends 
$2,547,627,000, and surplus and undivided 
profits $15,110,440,000. 

For the fiscal year 1924 corporations re- 
ported cash dividends $4,338,822,000, stock 
dividends $510,525,000, income tax paid $881,- 
549,000. In 1925 corporations paid an income 
tax amounting to $916,232,697, and in 1926 
an income tax amounting to $1,094,979,000. 

The decision of the Supreme Court held that 
stock dividends ‘“‘made lawfully and in good 
faith’ were not subject to income tax. Can 
Congress, in the face of this decision, amend 
the revenue act so as to impose an income tax 
on earnings set aside to surplus or stock 
dividends? Must lack 02 good faith be proved? 


THE GASOLINE TAX, 


Chairman Zihlman, of the House District 
committee, has found it necessgry to issue a 
statement pointing out to proponents of the 
proposed 4-cent gasoline tax in Maryland the 
fact that a similar levy can not be made in 
the District until the next session of Congress, 
if even at that time. Those behind the Mary- 
land measure have been advancing the argu- 
ment that a similar step will be taken immedi- 
ately by the District if the increase is voted at 
Annapolis. Filling station operators in near- 
by counties are fighting the*increase on the 
ground that if it should become effective they 
will be unable to compete 4with Washington 
operators. 

It was only upon the insistence of Mafyland 
that the local gasoline tax was imposed. Until 
several years ago Maryland refused to recog- 
nize local automobile licenses, basing its stand 
on the fact that its tax created a gasoline price 
differential which reacted unfavorably against 
merchants of this: commodity in contiguous 
communities. Not until Congress passed legis- 
lation imposing a 2-cent tax on gascline pur- 
chased within the District was license reci- 
procity established. 

There is no quarrel with conditions as they 
now exist nor would the public be inclined 
to complain against an. increased levy 
should it be found necessary for revenue rais- 
ing purposes. The gasoline tax is generally 
regarded as an equitable and just method of 
raising funds for street maintenance and im- 
provement, and the public has submitted 
cheerfully to the 2-cent levy in the knowledge 
that every penny collected was to be spent upon 
the highway _system which makes motoring 
possible and pleasant. If Maryland, however, 
which apparently feels it necessary to double 
its revenues from this course, attempts to 
thrust a similar increase on District motorists, 
it will be vigorously resented and undoubtedly 
opposed. The levy on local gasoline sales, is 
a matter to be decided on its own merits. 


VACCINATION FACTS. 


~ Because of statements circulated widely 
throughout the country wherein it is charged 
that vaccination as a preventive against 
smallpox has been followed in numerous iR- 
stances by blood diseases more dreaded than 
that which vaccination prevents, the United 
States public health service has issued a bulle- 
tin in which the inaccuracy of the stories is 
demonstrated. The bulletin is signed by Sur- 
geon General Ireland, of the army, and by 
Surgeon General Stitt, of the navy, as well as 
by Surgeon General Cumming, of the public 
health sefvice. 

Since 1917, says the bulletin, the army has 
vaccinated approximately 4,700,000 members 
of its personnel, and vatcination was adminis- 
tered to 950,000 officers and men of the navy 
during the same period. Of these 5,650,000, 
not one ever developed a case of blood’ poison- 
ing as a result of vaccination. Also, it is 
pointed out, the public health service has vac- 
cinated 2,918,748 persons in carrying out its 


— 


‘quarantine, immigration and hospital work, |. 


and in addition more than 2,000,000 others 
were treated by local and State health authori- 
ties in cooperation with the service, making a 
grand total of more than 10,500,000 vaccina- 
tions recorded by the government medical 
services. Not one of the three surgeons gen- 
eral who signed the bulletin has ever received 
an aHegation that any individual contracted 
blood disease as a result of vaccination. 

That there is absolutely no danger from 
“blood disease”? following proper vaccination 
is evident when it is known that under the act 
of Congress of July, 1902, ‘all establishments 
producing smallpox vaccine for interstate sale 
must be licensed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury upon the recommendation of the puWlic 
health service.” The production is controlled 
by regulations drawn up by a board composed 
of the surgeons whose signatures are attached 
to the bulletin. 

The vaccine used in the millions of cases re- 


ferred to is exactly the same as that used by 


physicians in priyate practice throughout the 
United States. 

The bulletin is issued to reassure the public 
and to allay any fears that may exist through 
the circulation of false reports of the inocula- 
tion with the germs of a loathsome disease ot / 
those who submit to vaccination as & preven- 
tive, against smallpox. —

The Sex of Congress. 
Cincinnati Enquirer: Judging by the 
way Congress talks in its closing hours, 
it may now be properly referred to 
as “she.”

The a hee followed a report by 
the deput ae marshal, citing in- 
stances re construction or equip- 
ment of pat ho does not conform to 
fire regulations. 

“If we thought for one minute any 
school building was a fire hazard, we 
would not use it,” Dr. Ballou said. “A 
meeting of the board would be called 
and that school closed.” The superin- 
tendent said the buildings. are visited 
each week by representatives of the 
fire department who have instructions 
to report emergency conditions. 

Charles Carusi, president of the 
board, explained the board had asked 
the fire marshal’s inspection with 
knowledge that conditions could b 
improved, although constituting no 
actual danger. 

“We are not using a single building 
which is unsafe,” he d. 

Dr. Ballou quoted a portion of the 
report which held conditions much 
improved over those noted in the last 
inspection. Referring to the criticism 
of the Central High school stage, he 
hg cm the members that funds for 

a fireproof curtin have ‘been reg ae 
ated. The fire marshal’s ag 
referred to the committee on atidieees 
and grounds. 


Seek Labor Law Opinion. 


Aroused because school children less 
than 16 years old recently were per- 


mitted to participate in a Washington 
theater performance while agents of 
the school system were powerless to 
interfere, the board yesterday asked the 
District commissioners to call for an 
opinion from the corporation counsel’s 
office concecyning enforcement of the 
child labor law. 

“We want to know whether the child 
labor law has become a dead letter,” 
Mr. Carusi said, “and our agents want 
to know just where they stand. The 
law makes the violation a criminal of- 
fense or a misdemeanor, and yet our 
officers have no authority in the mat- 
ter.” 

At the request of Dr. Ballou, the bu- 
reau of efficiency was asked to esti- 
mate the number of additional clerks 
necessary to eomplete unfinished sta- 
tistical work in the Franklin school of- 
fices and include such information in 
their report to Congress. Repeated re- 
quests for appropriations for this pur- 
pose have been denied, the superin- 
tendent said. 

Action was taken setting aside the 
rule prohibiting solicitations of funds 
for any purpose in the schools, to allow 
children who wish to contribute to 
the Monticello fund for reconstruction 
of the Thomas Jefferson estate. Mrs. 
H. L. Hodgekins, who presented the 
motion, told members Jefferson was 
the first president of the board and 
had contributed to the first ‘free 
school” in the District. 

Changes and additions to text books 
were approved. Dr. Ballou told the 
members the changes in most cases 
were suggested by the teachers them- 
selves, who collaborate with committees 
named by. the superintendent. 


New Schools Named. 


The board was informed that the 
District commissioners, acting on their 
recommendation, had named four new 
school buildings and changed the 
names of two. 

The junior high school, which is to 
replace the Garnet-Patterson ele- 
mentary building, is named the Gar- 
net-Patterson Junior High school, 
while the new building in Brightwood 
is named the Edward A. Paul Junior 
High school, after a former principal 
of Central High school. The structure 
replacing the Brightwood school on 
Georgia avenue will be known as the 
Brightwood school, and the old Bright- 
wood school renamed the Brightwood 
Junior High School annex. 

Other changes provide for naming 
the building across the street from the 
Cardoza, the Cardoza school, and the 
building in which the Randall Junior 
High school is located, the Randall 
Junior High school building. The build- 
ing heretofore known as the Anthony 
Bowen school, is named the William 
Trent Rossell, after the former engi- 
neer commissioner of the District. 

The annual conference of the board 
with representatives of citizens’ asso- 
clations, with reference to items asked 
in the 1928-1929 budget, was called for 
April 4 at the Franklin building. On 
the recommendation of Dr. Ballou, a 
meeting of the board was called for 
March 30 for consideration of the re- 
port on the normal school survey. 


Reply to.D. A. R. Request. 


In answer to a communication from 
the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion asking a display of the American 
flag over schools on patriotic occasions, 
Secretary Hine was instructed to reply 
that present rules provide for the dis- 
play of the flag on all school days and 
holidays. 

Following the report of the rules 
committee the board changed the 
regulation giving teachers asking re- 
instatement preference on the appoint- 
ment list over those appointed for a 
probationary period. 

It was announced the annual com- 
petitive drill of tre Washington High 
school cadet corps will be held May 24 
and 25 in divisions 1 to 9, and May 
27, in divisions 10 to 13. 

The board instructed the secretary 
to notify the assistant engineer com- 
missioner that it approves the rezoning 
to first commercial of O street between 
Fourth and Fifth streets northwest. As 
a school warehouse is located in the 
block the board had been invited to 
attend a hearing on the change Wed- 
nesday.

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Maryland Plans Adding 
Cents and Wants Capi- 
tat to Conform. 


With the final passage by the Mary- 
land legislature at Annapolis yesterday 
of a bill increasing the State’s gasoline 
tax to 314 cents, the possibility of a 
4-cent tax in the District loomed to 


supplant the present personal property 


tax. 

At Annapolis the senate adopted the 
conference report on the gasoline-tax 
bill, and the measure now goes to Gov. 
Ritchie, whose administration spon- 
sored it. Today at 2 o’clock the sen- 
ate is to take up another bill on the 
administration program, a measure to 
increase the tax still further by one- 
half cent. This revenue would go 


toward the elimination of railroad grade 


crossings in the State, the railroads 
to bear half of the expense. Speaker 
E. Brooke Lee of the house of delegates 
said last night that there was little 
opposition to this measure. 

The 114-cent increase was vigorously 
fought, passing the senate by the vote 
of 19 to 10 

Committee May Favor Increase. 


An expected move on the part of 
Montgomery and Prince Georges coun- 


| ties filling station operators to have 


a 4-cent tax enacted in the District 
would, it is expected, be sympathetl- 
cally received by the Gibson investigat- 
ing subcommittee. They have been 
looking about for sometime for a levy 
to supplant the personal property tax 
which has been described as unsatis- 
factory because of the difficulty of 
collecting it. 

W. L. Richards, tax assessor, who 
has played a prominent part in the 
discussions of the subcommittee, made 
known, in fact, that he would welcome 
the increased gas levy to take the place 
of the personal property tax. An in- 
crease of 1 cent, he said, would easily 
yield the amount now collected on per- 
sonal property. 


Alone Pays Personal Tax. 


While the adoption of an increased 
gas tax in the District for the personal 
property tax would admittedly be 
placing the burden on the automobile 
owner, it is contended that he is about 
the only one who now pays the per- 
sonal property levy. This is not be- 
cause of the law but because the tax 
collector is unable to obtain a record 
of this class of taxpayers unless they 
have an automobile. 

The percentage of people who pay 
the personal property tax is said to 
be almost insignificant of the total 
who should pay it. Yet Mr. Richards 
says the percentage is higher here than 
most any other city in the country. 

Representatives Gibson, of Vermont, 
and Houston, of Delaware, the two 
members most active on the investi- 
gating subcommittee, think highly of 
the per capita tax, but it is pointed 
out this form of levy would be much 
harder to get through Congress than 
an increase in the gas tax. 


Now Yields $1,300,000. 


The present 2-cent levy is expected 
to yleld approximately $1,300,000 dur- 
‘ing the fiscal year beginning July 1 
ind all of it is to be expended on street 
improvements. 

Chairman Zihlman of the House Dis- 
trict committee, has told his Maryland 
constituents that an increased local 
tax is out of the question, and he did 
everything in his power against the in- 
crease in his State. Supporters of 
Speaker E. Brooke Lee of the Maryland 
aouse of delegates, however, have passed 
the word around that the District tas 
would be increased to meet the Mary- 
land levy, some of them going so far 
as to say this would be done immedi- 
ately. No increase, of course, can be 
effected before the next Congress. 

District officials, while withholding 
comment on a possible increase here, 
admit that the Maryland legislature’s 
action endangers the reciprocal auto- 
mobile agreement between that State 
and the District. Until the District 
adopted the 2-cent tax a District motor- 
ist had to have a Maryland license to 
travel in that State, while Maryland 
motorists had to be similarly equipped 
to come into the District. 

State Senator Colgan, of Baltimore 
City, vigorously opposing the Maryland 
increase, declared that the bill as a 
whole is unconstitutional and several 
specific features of it would not stand 
a court test. Senator McIntosh, of Bal- 
timore county, described it as a “non- 
sensical way to provide for.road build- 
ing.”

South Carolina House Returns 
Amended Measure for 
Senate Action. 


GOLFERS’ TRIAL DELAYED 


Columbia, 8. C., March 16 (By A. P.). 
The senate’s modified “blue” Sunday 
measure, to provide relief from the 
stringent statute of 1691, was adopted 
today by the lower house of the South 
Carolina legislature with minor amend- 
ments. The measure has been returned | 7 
to the senate for action on the amend- 
ments. 


The original bill provided that gaso- 
line could be sold between 10 a. m. 
and 3 p. m., and also medical supplies, 
but prohibited the sale of soft drinks, 
ice cream and smokers’ supplies. It 
prohibited all sports. and games that 
are “noisy and boisterous,”’ but did not 
specify them by name. 

Meanwhile a concurrent resolution 
calling upon Gov. John G. Richards to 
stop using State constables to enforce 
the blue laws until the legislature or 
courts had passed on the question was 
introduced in the senate. Consideration 
was deferred. 

The principal change made in the 
senate bill was to eliminate ice cream 
from the list of articles that could be 
sold on Sunday. Two others adopted 
merely changed the phraseology with a 
view to making the restrictions more 
effective. 

Sumter, S. C.. March 16 (By A. P.).— 
The trial of eight Sumter golfers, ar- 
rested last Sunday afternoon by Sheriff 
C. M. Hurst for alleged violation of the 
Sunday blue laws, has been continued 
from tomorrow afternoon to the after- 
noon of Tuesday, March 22. The post- 
ponement was granted upon request of 
Gov. Richards, who stated that Attor- 
ney General John M. Daniel would not 
be able to appear for the State tomor- 
row. The eight defendants are H. D. 
Osteen, M. S. Boykin, H. A. Skinner, 
W. K. Wright, R. L. Moore, H. W. Crow- 
son, H. J. Harbin and J. W. Brunson. 
They have demanded a jury trial. 


New U. S. Alcohol 
To Be Nauseating 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Denatured alcohol in the future will 
give forth an odor comparable to that 
of overheated automobile oil, as a re- 
sult of the new denaturant, “aldehol,” 
prepared by government chemists to 
prevent the alcohol’s flow into bootleg 
channels. 

Compulsory use of the denaturant will 
commence April 1, Dr. J. H. Doran, 
Treasury chemist, anhounced yesterday. 
The process will be used in the 80 de- 
naturating plants scattered over the 
country. Prohibition unit chemists de- 
scribe aldehol as “nonpoisonious, but 
nauseating.”

From Honan province Chang Tso-Lin 
claims the capture of the important 
railroad town of Chengchow after a 
desperate battle in a snowstorm.

Telegraphic communication between 
Nanking-and Pengpu, in Anhwe prov- 
ince, has been interrupted, but doubt 
is expressed here as to whether Pengpu 
has been captured by the nationalists 
as was claimed in the Kuomintang 
press in Peking. That Nanking is seri- 
ously menaced, however, is believed. 

A battle was reported underway 
along the western shore of Lake Taihu, 
near [fhing. Chang Tsung-Chang was 
reported concentrating his Shantungez 
gt Soochow and Changchow to pre- 
vent cutting of the railway line. 

The situation in Wuhu was reported 
quiet in a telegram received from that 
city which only recently was captured 
by the Cantonese. The acting com- 
missioner of foreign affairs, a local Chi- 
nese official, and the native customs 
assistant, however, were dragged 
through the streets and beaten by na- 
tionalists, the message said. 


Marines Recapture Two Ships. 


London, March 16 (By A. P.)..<— 
American marines quickly recovered 
two Standard Oil steamers seized this 
morning by Chinese at Shanghal, says 
a dispatch from that city to the West- 
minster Gazette. 

The dispatch adds that the Shantung 
troops of Chang Tsung-Chang, defender 
of Shanghai, have been busily engaged 
in commandeering scores of junks, 
cargo boats and river craft of all kinds 
on the Whangpoo river, which is taken 
to indicate an important new move in 
the vicinity of Shanghal. 

In what amounted to a vote of con- 
fidence in the government’s policy of 
dispatching the Shanghai defense 
corps to that city, a laborite amend- 
ment was defeated in the house of 
commons tonight, 241 to 116.

|diskes, in which we have not as yet 
| specialized. Contests have heretofore 
|created great interest among readers, 
'and certainly they are a help to us all 
with the many delicious recipes that I 
am, at the conclusion of the contest, 
able to pass on to our friends. 

Today is Thursday, and how the 
weeks spin along. Already the little 
yellow blooms that mean spring ‘are 
covering their bushes in a glorious pro- 
fusion, and robins are very nearly a 
common sight. We may feel that we 
have been slighted in our share of win- 
ter—those of us who enjoy its stimu- 
lating cold and clear, frosty days; but 
what is to be nicer in one’s house than 
a tabbe bearing a great bowl of spring 
blooms, whether they come from one’s 
own garden or from the flower stall in 
the market place. Spring is spring— 
it makes one feel that spring clothing 
is not only delightful to have, but an 
eminent necessity, and that long walks 
in the country must be taken. And 
spring makes me feel, too, that my bit 
of a garden is impatiently waiting to be 
puttered in; that the hollyhocks are 
peeping through and need loosening 
about their roots, and that soon, very 
soon, I may plant my sweet peas in 
their six inches of soil and later in the 
year reap the harvest of their glory. 

But in the meantime—Lent draws 
along with its mumerous fast days for 
many of: our readers. And for the 
menu today I have a dish that is new, 
at least, to this column—haddock in 
casserole, with a highly seasoned, de- 
licious sauce. Numbers of things may 
be served with this dish, but for a 
change I have selected potato rissoles, 
and creamed carrots with a salad that 
is a standby. 


MENU. 

Clear Soup 
Toasted Crackers 
Celery Hearts 
Haddock in Casserole 
Potato Rissoles 
Creamed Carrots 
Cabbage and Apple Salad 
Fresh Rhubarb Pie

. Remove the skin from a slice of had- 
dock and fry it brown on both sides. 
For the usual family of four persons it 
will require about a three-pound piece 
of haddock. Fry the fish in three 
tablespoons of salad oil and when it 
has browned remove it to a casserole 
dish. Peel and slice three or four large 
onions and mash to a pulp a Clove of 
garlic. Place these in the skillet and 
cook until the onion begins to discolor. 
Heat two cups of canned tomatoes that 
have been strained, using only the 
juice, and turn the tomato into the 
onion and garlic mixture. In a sepa- 
rate dish heat a fourth cup of oil and 
add to it five tablespoons of flour, stir-

ring together until a smooth paste is 
formed. Add two cups of water or, 
preferably, chicken stock, and combine 
these mixtures. If it is necessary beat 
with an egg beater until smooth. Add 
salt and pepper to taste and a little 
Sugar, pour the sauce over the browned 
fish in the casserole and cover closely. 
Bake at least an hour, or yntil the fish 
is thoroughly done. Serve in the bak- 
ing dish. This dish is delicious the 
second day when the flavor of the 
sauce has had an opportunity to per- 
meate the texture of the fish. Make 
enough for a second day, or prepare to- 
day for tomorrow. 


Potato Rissoles. 


Pare six medium size potatoes and 
let them’ remain in cold water at least 
half an hour, then place them in boil- 
ing salted water. As soon as they are 
cooked through drain off the remaining 
water and set back on the range to per- 
mit the steam to escape. Mash them 
fine and mix with them a tablespoon 
of butter, a teaspoon of salt, a sprink- 
ling of pepper and two raw eggs that 
have been beaten. Form them into 
cakes by pressing small quantities into 
a tablespoon and lay them upon a 
buttered pan the same as for potato 
cakes. Brush them over with the yolk 
of an egg into which has been stirred 
a tablespoon of water. Set them into 
the oven to brown, which will require 
five or six minutes. Serve immediately. 


Our carrots need not be creamed 
unless we wish especially to have them 
prepared in that way for this dinner. 
They begin to come to the stalls very 
young and tender now, and cooked with 
our process of waterless cookery are a 
delicious vegetable sans any garnishing. 
When scraping the carrots be careful 
not to go too deeply into the pulp, as 
much that is of value is thus removed, 
and it is of great benefit to us to have 
all of the mineral matter that each 
fresh vegetable has to offer. But, 
whether or not the carrots are to be 
creamed, let us prepare them with no 
water, just by cooking them over a 
very slow fire with a generous lump 
of butter in the sauce pan, and sea- 
soning of salt and pepper. When they 
are tender, remove from fire and add a 
cream sauce ‘ already prepared, or 
sprinkle a small amount of flour over 
the carrots and very gradually add 
heated milk until a sufficient quantity 
is added to make a sauce and until 
the flour has thickened the whole. 


Fresh Rhubarb Pie. 


Skin and cut the root end of the 
stalks from sufficient fresh rhubarb to 
make a cup and a half of material when 
cut in small pieces. Mix a scant cup of 
sugar with a beaten egg and add to it 
two tablespoons of flour. Add this 
mixture to the rhubarb and blend the 
two thoroughly. Bake between crusts 
that have been rolled to extreme thin-

Scholl Admits Killing His Two 
Children in Abandoned 


House at Gary. 

Chicago, March 16 (By A. P.).—Walter 
Scholl, wanted for the siaying of his 
two children, whose bodies were found 
in an abandoned house at Gary, Ind., 
yesterday, was arrested here today and 
confessed.

He returned an hour later and 
they were tsill alive, and he then tight- 
ened the towels around their throats. 
Scholl gave as his reason that he did 
not want his children to suffer because 
of his estrangement from his wife.

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FRENCH LCARS BUOYANT 


New York, March 16 (B; the Asso- 
clated Press).—Coincident with a tem- 
porary softening of money rates due to 
the government's payment of approxi-| 
mately %700,000,000 to investors in 
principal and interest on the public 
debt, the market for listed bonds gath- 
ered further strength today. The com- 
bined average of 40 leading issues 
reached the highest level in several 
months and total sales surpassed those 
of any day since early in February. 
Reports from the Treasury Department 
that holders of second Liberty bonds 
had exchanged about $1,000,000,000 of 
their holdings for the new ‘Treasury 
notes was regarded as a healthy sign. 

High grade railway mortgages again 
held the center of interest in the ee 
mestic market. Illinois Central 31, 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas adihmenent 
5s and New York Central refunding 5s 
were the most active, continued liqui- 
dation in certain convertible issues, 
however, resulted in a few soft spots. 

Despite renewed selling pressure 
against bonds of oil companies, pre- 
sumably because of recent overproduc- 
tion and price cuts, industrial mort- 
gages were supported by the strength 
of the general market. Utilities, how- 
ever, lagged behind. 

The government list was again ac- 
tive, but ready offerings met the heavy 
demand, and prices generally were ir- 
regular. Second Liberty 44s and Lib- 
erty 3'4s commanded the major share 
of attention. 

Further demand for French govern- 
mental, municipal and railway issues 
featured the foreign division, 

Prompt oversubscription was report- 
ed of the $15,000,000 Skelly Oil Co. 
514 per cent debentures, the $15,000,- 
000 Republic of Peru 7 per cent issue, 
and the 86,000,000 State of Pernam- 
buco, Brazil, 7 per cent bonds. 


CHICAGO GRAIN. 


Chicago, March 16 (By A. P.).—-De- 
creasing receipts of all grain, with in- 
dications that bear factors had heen 
overstressed, gave a general lift today 
to wheat, corn, oats and rye. Wheat 
closed firm, % to % cent net higher, 
corn % to %@%, cent up, oats at %4 
to %@% cent advance, and provisions 
showing 7 to 30 cents decline. 

Announcment of some fresh export 
business here was an additional stimu- 
lating influence near the end of the 
day in the wheat trade. With general 
export demand better for North Ameri- 
can wheat, the market finished at al- 
most the day's top figures. Export 
purchasing of North American wheat 
amounted to 500,000 bushels, and in- 
cluded domestic red and Hard winter 
and also durums. Liverpool quota- 
tions were lower than due, but had 
only a passing early effect in Chicago. 

Upturns in wheat today were ascribed 
largely to general comment that values 
had declined continuously for more 
than a week, and that with domestic 
crop and weather conditions the best 
at this time in years any change in 
the crop oulook would be for the worst. 
Under such circumstances, fears were 
expressed in some quarters that a crop 
scare might have rather more radical 
market results than usual.

FLAG DECORATION 


Standardization Plan Follows 
Year’s Agitation by War 
Veteran Organizations. 

ACTION ON SEA FIGHTER 
MEMORIAL DEFERRED 


New Building to Replace the 
Naval Hospital’s Temporary 
Structures Urged. 


A standard fiag decoration for Wash- 
ington streets, agitated for the last 
year by world war veterans’ organiza- 
tions, was approved yesterday for busi- 
ness streets by the commission of fine 
arts, but its members preferred further 
study of other types of decorations for 
Pennsylvania and other leading ave- 
nues, the question being raised whether 
long pennants such as are suspended 
from the lampposts of the Champs des 
Elysee, Paris would not be more pref- 
erable. 

Samples of the new standard flag 
decoration providing for a 14-foot pole 
of dull brass to be sunk at intervals 
of 22 feet in sockets in the curbing 
and bearing American flags 4 by 6 feet, 


were submitted to the commission by 
Capt. G. F. Unmacht, department ad- 
jutant of the American. Legion, and 
C. H. Reilley, commander of the Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars of the United 
States. 

The commission approved the new 
design for use along business streets, 
providing the pole is thickened and its 
spiked top removed. 

Definite action was deferred on the 
Navy-Marine memorial, subject of con- 
‘troversy for some time and occasion 
for criticism in Congress recently be- 
cause of campaign methods for its re- 
alization and design. 


Corbett Submitted Design. 


Commisioners said Harvey W. Corbett, 
local architect, had submitted a design 
of the same type as the original, but 
learning that the memorial association 
was having another model prepared in 
New York, they decided to suspend ac- 
tion pending consideration of the new 
model. It is said to be an enlargement 
of the original, representing sea gulls 
flying over waves. 

A year ago, the commission disap- 
proved the design suggested both as to 
location and size, declaring it was not 
suited for location at Hains® point; 
should be studied on a smaller scale 
and located in East Potomac park near 
the entrance of a projected canal to 
cross the park. 

The proposed tablet of the Grand 
Army of the Republic to be placed in 
the foyer of the entrance to the Arling- 
ton National cemetery amphitheater, 
also will be given further study. The 
tablet was resubmitted for considera- 
tion by the War Department. 

The commission prefers a simple mar- 
ble tablet with a suitable inscription 
declaring its commemorative purpose, 
issuance of general order No. 11 by 
Gen. Logan, designating May 30 as 
Memorial day. At present the inscrip- 
tion of the entire general order or ex- 
tracts from it are advocated by various 
groups. 


Hospital Building Urged. 


A permanent building for the Naval 
hospital was advised to replace six tem- 
orary buildings following an inspec-. 
ion of that reservation yesterday aft- 
ernoon. These temporary buildings are 
at the south end of the reservation and 
form an unsightly setting to the ap- 
proach of Arlington Memorial bridge. 

Tentative layouts for two bathing 
pool areas, the first of the eight in- 
cluded in a plan of the National Capi- 
tal park and planning commission to 
distribute a system of smaller pools, 
conveniently located throughout the 
city, instead of two large pools provided 
by Congressional authorization, was 
submitted by Lieut. Col. U. S. Grant 3d, 
executive officer of the commission. 

They dealt with two for contem- 
plated erection in the McKinley High 
school grounds, near Second and T 
streets northeast, the dressing and 
locker structures to harmonize with the 
red brick of the high school. The plan 
will be given further study. 

Location of a tablet to be erected by 
the Law Enforcement Association of 
Philadelphia honoring Brig. Gen. Smed- 
ley D. Butler, marine corps, former 
safety director of that city, will be left 
to the marine corps’ headquarters. 
Corps headquarters, Navy building and 
Quantico, Va., have been mentioned as 
possible locations. 


No Action on Gates. 


No action was_ taken relative to dis- 
position of the gates of the White 
House portal on West Executive avenue, 
removal of which is permitted by recent 
legislation. Other business prevented 
consideration. General plans for partici- 
pation of the United States at the 
international exposition at Seville, 
Spain, in 1928, were considered with 
exposition commissioners, as well as 
studies for world war memorial chapels 
at Brookwood, England, and Brest, 
France, submitted by the American 
battle monuments commission. 

The commission approved plans for 
the Garnet-Patterson school at Ver- 
mont avenue and U street at a cost of 
$455,000, and considered the model of a 
suggested plan for completion of the 
lower garden in Meridian Hijll park at 
Sixteenth and W streets. It is intended 
to ‘forward completion of this work 
under a $100,000 authorization avail- 
able July 1. 

The commission made a_ special 
recommendation as to treatment of the 
W street wall at the south end of the 
park. Studies of this structure as to 
parapet, planting and entrances will be 
made at the April meeting.

Work Says His Rule | 
Is Final on Indian Oil

Comptroller General John McCarl 
yesterday ended the controversy over 
the status of Orville Staples, police 
private, of the Third precinct, which 


has concerned District officials and 
even has had attention on House floor. 
He ruled finally that Staples is not. 
entitled to rank as a Class 3 patrol- 
man. 

Staples was a member of the United 
States park police. In December, 1925, 
he was appointed as a Class 2 private 
of the metropolitan force. Maj. Daniel 
J. Donovan, District auditor, advised 
the commissioners that Staples, like 
every other person joining the police 
force, would have to enlist as a Class 1 
private, whereupon the commissioners 
rescinded the appointment and gave 
him a Class 1 rating. 

Staples enlisted the aid of Repre- 
sentative Thomas L. Blanton, who at- 
tacked Donovan. The case was sent 
to McCarl for review of Donovan’s rul- 
ing and the comptroller general held 
the original appointment as a Class 2 
private must stand. 

After he had served a year, Staples 
applied for promotion to Class 3. In 
the meantime he had attained no- 
toriety by arresting former Commis- 
sioner Frederick A. Fenning on a park- 
ing charge, which later was dropped. 

Donovan ruled Staples could not be 
appointed to Class 3 until he had 
served three years on the metropolitan 
force, that the time he served as park 
policeman could not be made to apply 
on his record. This decision also was 
appealed to McCarl, who yesterday sus- 
tained Donovan.
